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Alberta Municipal Affairs launches

Both Mountain View 
County and the Municipal 
District of Rocky View 
councils may consider de¬ 
claring the west central Al¬ 
berta municipalities eco¬ 
nomic disaster areas during 
meetings scheduled for next 
week, say officials. 

Ian Harvie, Reeve of 
Mountain View County, 
said the county is monitor¬ 
ing the situation very care¬ 
fully and could consider an 
emergency declaration 
when councillors meet 
again on July 23. 

"We are very concerned 
about the situation as 
council, but we haven't for¬ 
mally gone down that av¬ 
enue yet," said Harvie. "We 
are waiting to see how 
things turn out this week. 
Of course we are always 
hopeful, but it doesn't sound 
like we have any commit¬ 
ment on the time element, 
which is a concern. It's cer¬ 
tainly something we will be 
speaking on.” 

"That's when we would 
do it (declare an emer¬ 
gency! formally, and hope¬

The Mountain View Regional 
Waste Commission (MVRWC) are 
working closely with Alberta Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs to try and clear up 
a “financial crisis.” 

After a special Commission 
meeting called on June 12, Com¬ 
mission members were informed 
that they are approximately 
$500,000 short in revenues to 
cover general expenses for the next 
three months. 

“Currently our expenses exceed 
our revenue for some reason,” said 
Dave Derksen, chairman of the 
MVRWC. 


communities of Didsbury, 
Olds, Sundre, Cargtairs, the 
Village of Cremona, as well as 
Mountain View County. The 
Commission was formed in 
2000 to solve the waste han¬ 
dling problems that all area 
municipalities were having 
with their landfill sites. 

Clem Kuelker, Didsbury’s 
commission representative as 
well as a member of MVRWC’s 
finance committee says that 
the Commission has started an 
immediate review of their op¬ 
erations to try and cut costs. 

“In order to keep operations 


municipalities have all been in¬ 
formed and have been looking for 
ways that this revenue stream 
can be increased to make that 
happen,” Kuelker said. “It’s ba¬ 
sically just $500,000 that we 
need in the next three months 
to make the service viable.” 

Derksen says that the short¬ 
fall was most likely an adminis¬ 
trative error. 

“It could have been a planning 
error, but we are not sure and 
this is what we are trying to fig¬ 
ure out,” Derksen said. “Munici¬ 
pal Affairs will be doing an ex¬ 
tensive investigation.” 
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released at this time, Derksen 
says. 

As part of Municipal Affairs 
involvement they have brought 
in an interim Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officer, Brian Austrom, 
to replace - for the time being - 
the Commission’s CAO, Larry 
Nault who is currently on paid 
sick leave. 

“I was hired by the Province 
of Alberta to come in and work 
with the commission and their 
staff to address some of the 
concerns,” Austrom said.

Protestors actions unjust, Marz says

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
MLA Richard Marz responded 
to an act of violence against 
Alberta’s Premier Ralph 
Klein. 

Three men, of Calgary, 
have been charged with as¬ 
sault as well as the level of 
security around the Premier 
is under review, after Klein 
was pied in the face by a pro¬ 
tester. It is still unknown at 
this time what exactly the in¬ 
dividuals were protesting. 

The pieing incident oc¬ 
curred at the Premier’s an¬ 
nual Calgary Stampede 
Breakfast held last Monday, 
July 7, where a number of 
Tory supporters and MLA’s 
like Marz were present for 
the event. 

“I think it was a very cow¬ 
ardly thing (for these 
protestors) to do,” Marz said. 

Marz who had a short ca¬ 
reer stint with the Calgary 
Police Services, says that if he 
would have been closer his 
past training may have fell 
into place. 

“If I wouldn’t have been 
across the parking lot from 
the Premier, I may have gone 
after them with my police in¬ 
stincts coming into play,” 
Marz added. 

Marz says that he and his 
fellow cabinet members at 
times become frustrated with 
protesters. 

Marz explained that all 
protestors, including local 
protestors in the Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills con¬ 
stituency, should come and 
speak to MLA’s - such as him¬ 
self - before going out into the 
media spotlight. 

Many protestors just enjoy 
the attention that they receive 
from the media, and forget 
why they are even protesting, 
he believes. 

Marz recalls protestors 


who were lobbying the gov¬ 
ernment during the passing 
of Bill-11 (commonly referred 
to as the Health Care “Two 
Tier” bill). 

“I remember when there 
were protestors trying to 
fight Bill-11 (the health care 
bill) and when I asked them 
their concerns they said that 
education costs were too 
high,” Marz said. “Bill-11 
had nothing to do with edu¬ 
cation, it dealt with health 


care... some of these 
protestors just want to put on 
a show and be in the media 
spotlight.” Marz says that it 
was unfortunate that three 
young Albertans had to ruin 
a positive event like the Pre¬ 
mier’s Stampede Breakfast. 
The three protestors, Marz 
says, were supposedly univer¬ 
sity students. Local Wild Rose 
MP Myron Thompson was 
also pied in the face a few 
years ago.

gency during last summer's drought. 

The ongoing mad cow crisis triggered eight weeks 
ago by the discovery of a single cow with BSE in north¬ 
ern Alberta has seen a complete halt to cattle exports 
to the U.S. and cost the Alberta beef industry millions 
of dollars. 

Feedlots, supplement manufactures, machinery 
dealers, and, of course, many ranchers and farmers 
across the county are suffering due to the crisis, said 
Reeve Harvie. 

"It's affecting a very large area of the economy. It 
could have a snow-balling effect here very shortly. 
There is subsidy for certain levels, but it certainly 
doesn’t compensate for the loss that is occurring. It 
helps bandage it, but that’s not a long-term solution." 

A1 Schule, Reeve of the 30,000 resident MD of Rocky 
View south of Mountain View County, said councillors 
will consider declaring an emergency on July 22. 

"It's getting to be a crisis situation for a lot of people," 
said Schule. "The people I'm talking to say unless some¬ 
thing happens pretty quickly it's going to be a crisis 
for them. We haven’t really looked at it that much 
yet. I'm hearing a lot of concern from people. 

"We are monitoring it, and we will do whatever we 
have to to help the people. If declaring an emergency 
is what is necessary, I will definitely be bringing it up 
with council. We'll look at anything."

In attempts to save 
some funds the 
Commission has imme¬ 
diately made some 
changes to some of the 
services being offered to 
their communities, spe¬ 
cifically Didsbury and 
Sundre. 

According to the 
Commission’s Opera¬ 
tions Supervisor, Mike 
Morrison the changes 
all have to do with be¬ 
ing more cost effective. 


The first change, in 
order to be most cost ef¬ 
fective, is for the recy¬ 
cling trailer that services 
the south side of 
Didsbury to be discon¬ 
tinued. 

This service will end 
as of this Friday, July 
18, and residents are 
now being asked to take 
their recycled materials 
to the depot adjacent to 
the Town’s shop along 
19th Street. 

Morrison explained 
that the Commission 
was finding that these 
sites were just becoming 


too costly. 

“It basically costs us 
a lot of money to haul 
away these trailers,” 
Morrison said. “And, we 
were finding that not all 
of the bins would fill up 
at the same time so we 
were having to empty 
the trailer more than we 
would have liked to 
(costing us more 
money).” 

Another change 
which will be occurring 
with the MVRWMC is 
that “mixed plastics” 
recycling will be discon¬ 
tinued. 

Morrison 
says that the 
Commission 
has found that 
there just isn’t 
a market for 
mixed plastics, 
which means 
no profits for 
the Commis¬ 
sion. 

The Commis¬ 
sion only 

makes $50 per 
tonne for mixed 
plastics, and in 
order for the 
Commission to 
collect enough 
mixed plastics 
to make a 
tonne, it was 
almost costing 
them more in 
the collection 
process and 
■I just wasn’t 
worth it.

plained that the Com¬ 
mission can get $450 per 
tonne for these plastics. 
The Commission, as part 
of their operations re¬ 
view, will be looking at 
the way that Commer¬ 
cial recycling and waste 
pick-up is handled, and 
some changes may be 
anticipated. 

“Those businesses af¬ 
fected by any coming 
changes will be given 
ample notice,” Morrison 
said. “(In saying that), 
we are not saying there 
will be definite changes, 
but we are reviewing all 
our operational 

processes.” 

Derksen says that by 
reviewing all of the 
operations hopefully 
they can cut some 
unnecessary services 
that are costing the 
Commission money. 

One change that has 
already occurred to 
some commercial cus¬ 
tomers is the pick-up of 
cardboard. “We were of¬ 
fering this service, but 
it has since been discon¬ 
tinued,” Morrison said. 

The Commission will 
be continuing a review 
of other areas of their 
operations in the weeks 
to come. 

“Any changes should 
be smooth,” Morrison 
said. “And, we do not 
expect any disruption in 
service.”

Brian Austrom, has been appointed by Alberta Municipal

CAO, Larry Nault, who has taken a paid sick leave. 
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Waste Commission's “financial crisis” 

The Mountain View Regional Waste Manage¬ 
ment Commission have come to a point where they 
have had to turn over all their financial informa¬ 
tion and operational information to Alberta’s Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs after they were brought in earlier 
this week to do a complete internal investigation. 

It has been reported that the Commission is 
short nearly $500,000 to cover general operation 
costs for the next three months, and municipali¬ 
ties - like Didsbury - have been asked by the Com¬ 
mission to try and brainstorm ideas to come up 
with cost saving strategies as well as ways the Com¬ 
mission can generate enough revenue to cover this 
“unplanned” shortfall. 

The residents of Didsbury are feeling the crunch already as the Com¬ 
mission has stopped picking up cardboard from local businesses, they have 
stopped accepting mixed plastics because there is no market for the prod¬ 
ucts, and the recycling trailer which used to service south Didsbuiy will be 
discontinued this Friday - all in an effort to crunch and save some money. 

What other facts have the local media been told? 

The Commission’s CAO, Larry Nault, has taken “paid” sick leave. His 
sick leave started two days prior to a special Commission meeting was 
held to discuss finances, because the finance committee found a few “red 
flags” when they were reviewing recent documents. 

There are many questions and much speculation concerning why a CAO 
would take sick leave after finding out that his Commission was going to 
hold a special meeting to discuss financial documents which he was in 
charge of. 

But, what should be remembered is that our local representatives who 
sit on the Waste Commission have been doing one heck of a job trying to 
keep the public aware of what is happening, while at the same time not 
releasing information that isn’t public knowledge. When a business, like 
the Commission, runs into a financial problem which involves “personnel” 
it’s hard to explain to taxpayers what is going on, because personnel issues 
are not allowed to be spoken about outside of closed doors. 

The Commission has assured local media that there will be constant 
updates. Let’s have faith in some of our local politicians and support them, 
as they are going through a veiy stressful process right now.

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Tories need to collect facts first 


The Alberta government 
must untangle the web of 
statistics behind the auto¬ 
mobile insurance industry's 
claims expenses before pro¬ 
ceeding with proposed 
changes to the auto insur¬ 
ance policy, Alberta Liberal 
Insurance critic Hugh 
MacDonald said today. 

"It's time to find out if auto 
insurance companies exag¬ 
gerate their expenses," 
MacDonald said. 

According to the annual 
reports of the Alberta Super¬ 
intendent of Insurance, au¬ 
tomobile insurance compa¬ 
nies paid out $1,227 billion 
for accident claims in 1999. 
But the Insurance Bureau of 
Canada reports that for the 
same year, insurance compa¬ 
nies paid out $1,531 billion 
in claims. That's a difference 
of $303 million, or 24% 
more. Differences in claims 


amounts are reported for every 
year from 1991 to 2001. 

"It's time the government or¬ 
dered the insurance companies 
to open up their books so we 
can find out which numbers are 
true," MacDonald demanded. 

Statistics Canada reported a 
59% increase in Alberta's pre¬ 
miums from February 2002 to 
February 2003. To avoid fur¬ 
ther skyrocketing premium 
hikes, MacDonald wants pro¬ 
posed policy changes to be 
based on fact rather than fic¬ 
tion. 

MacDonald sent a letter to 
Finance Minister Pat Nelson. 
He wants to know: Which set 
of numbers does the Alberta 
Automobile Insurance Board 
use when approving premium 
rate hikes? Where does the Su¬ 
perintendent of Insurance get 
his numbers? Why is there such 
a large difference between the 
claims costs reported by the In¬ 


surance Bureau of Canada and 
the Superintendent of Insur¬ 
ance? 

"How can the minister make 
any changes until she knows 
the facts?" MacDonald asked. 

MacDonald supports govern¬ 
ment efforts to lower auto in¬ 
surance premiums but says 
that getting to the bottom of the 
insurance cost mystery is vital 
to those efforts. Yesterday Nel¬ 
son indicated the insurance re¬ 
view would look at rewarding 
good drivers and penalizing bad 
ones. MacDonald said that's a 
good start but doesn't address 
the discrepancy between what 
the insurance industry says it 
pays out in claims and rising 
premiums. 

There are two very different 
stories about insurance compa¬ 
nies claims expenses," 
MacDonald said. "Are either of 
them true?" 


Province of Alberta rejects 
National Health Council 


Alberta is not participat¬ 
ing in the National Health 
Council as currently pro¬ 
posed by the federal govern¬ 
ment. Premier Ralph Klein 
made the announcement yes¬ 
terday during the Annual 
Premier’s Conference. 

“This council is not what 
Alberta agreed to at the First 
Minister’s meeting in Febru¬ 
ary. It is not in keeping with 
Alberta’s understanding of 
what the council should do,” 
Klein emphasized. “The 
council was to have a limited 
mandate and a limited 
budget. This proposal ex¬ 
ceeds both. Now the deal has 
changed, Alberta will not par¬ 
ticipate. 


“This council could result in 
an unelected body reporting on, 
and passing judgment on, Alber¬ 
ta’s actions,” Klein added. 
“Our accountability is not to 
Ottawa and not to a national 
council. It is to Albertans.” 

Alberta will establish its own 
Health Quality Commission 
made up of Albertans, reporting 
to Albertans. As is the case 
with Quebec’s existing commis¬ 
sion, the Alberta commission 
will collaborate with the na¬ 
tional council, but Alberta will 
not be a partner to the national 
body. 

“I doubt the federal govern¬ 
ment can teach Alberta much 
about being accountable. Al¬ 
berta pioneered accountability 


in the public service, and we are 
applying that same commitment 
to health care,” said Klein. 
“For almost 10 years we have 
been setting performance meas¬ 
ures, releasing annual results 
reports, conducting an annual 
health survey and following 
through on a number of other 
mechanisms to report to 
Albertans on the quality and 
progress of their health system. 
That commitment will con¬ 
tinue.” 

The new Alberta commission 
will ensure full and open ac¬ 
countability to Albertans on 
their health care system. De¬

Liberal's new Bill will stop rodeos 
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Stolen vehicle 
chase ends In 
Didsbury

A 32-year-old man who was 
caught red-handed attempting 
to steal a vehicle plead guilty 
to unlawfully stealing a vehicle 
under $5,000 and attempting 
to steal a vehicle under $5,000. 

According to Didsbury 
RCMP Cpl. Conal Archer, the 
Olds RCMP reported a theft of 
a motor vehicle, a 1982 Ford 
pick-up truck, who then 
contacted neighbouring 
detachments. 

The 32-year-old man, Owen 
Steves, drove the vehicle from 
the stolen location in Olds to 
Didsbury. 

“Shortly, after he arrived in 
Didsbury the (Didsbury) 
RCMP received a complaint of 
an attempted theft of a truck 
at the Didsbury Esso,” Archer 
said. 

But, while in the act of 
attempting to steal the truck, 
a 1987 Mazda, the owner of the 
truck caught him in the act. 
Steves grabbed a bag out of the 
back of the truck, which police 
later discovered contained the 
first victim’s wallet and what 
appeared to be tools used for 
stealing vehicles.

Steves appeared in Didsbury 
Provincial Court last 
Wednesday, July 9 and received 
six months in jail. 

It was learned that Steves 
carries previous criminal 
charges on his record.

Village backing out 
of partnership

The Village of Cremona has 
given the required six months 
notice to the Town’s of 
Didsbury and Carstairs that 
they will withdrawing from the 
“Partnering Municipalities” 
special constable service, 
which started in June of 2000. 

According to Village of 
Cremona Mayor Donna Kelly, 
the village has decided to give 
notice because they feel that 
there is not really a need for a 
special constable in their 
municipality. 

Kelly explained that her 
council has been talking about 
this for quite a few months now. 
With the discussions moving 
towards backing out of the 
agreement combined with a low 
crime rate the Village has 
submitted their, “notice letter.” 

“I guess we are very 
fortunate that we don’t have 
many problems here (in 
Cremona), and we felt that the 
$6,000 might be better spent 
elsewhere,” Kelly said. 

The partnership between the 
three municipalities (Didsbury, 
Carstairs, and Cremona) 
allowed the three 
municipalities to all have 
access to a special constable so 
that each municipality didn’t 


have to pay for a separate 
officer. 

As part of the agreement the 
special constable was required 
to dedicate 10 per cent of his 
time - approximately three 
hours - to the Village of 
Cremona, and the remaining 90 
per cent is split between the two 
Town’s. 

Town of Didsbury Acting 
Chief Administrative Office, 
Robert Wigg, believes that 
there isn’t going to be a 
problem finding the extra 
money to fund the officer, to 
cover the $6,000 which 
Cremona is currently paying. 

In 2000 when Cremona 
signed on board to this 
partnership, part of the reason 
the deal looked so appealing was 
because there was a grant 
available through the govern¬ 
ment, Kelly explained. But, 
after the first year the grant 
was no longer available and for 
the past two years Cremona has 
been forced to pay for the 
service out of the tax base. 

Kelly says that now the 
Village will use their own staff 
to respond to problems which 
the special constable may have 
been responsible for. 

Cremona will officially be 
withdrawing from the 
partnership as of December 27. 


MR furious over senior

It is 
absolutely outrageous given 
the inefficiency and lack of 
control of this government 
that it would reward its 
senior public officials with any 
bonuses".

Olds College 
partners up with 
university in Japan 

Olds College recently extended its partnership 
with Japan's Rakuno Gakuen University. 

President H.J. (Tom) Thompson attended a spe¬ 
cial signing ceremony at Rakuno Gakuen last week. 
The agreement will see student exchanges and the 
development of further international education con¬ 
tinue for another five years. The original partner¬ 
ship began with the signing of a Memorandum of 
Agreement between the two post-secondary insti¬ 
tutions in 1998. 

"Since then we have had the honour of hosting 
several students from Rakuno Gakuen University 
on our campus," said Thompson. "There are two 
students from Rakuno Gakuen enrolled in agricul¬ 
tural production classes on the Olds College cam¬ 
pus right now.

"For 30 years this program has provided an ex¬ 
cellent exchange and practical training opportunity 
for students from Japan and Canada," said 
Thompson. "Throughout the years, visiting stu¬ 
dents from Japan have reamed additional technical 
skills, they have improved their English-speaking 
skills and have formed great friendships.

The Town of Didsbury,

Didsbury alone will 
need $75,000, which will 
pay for approximately 600 
water meters. 

Wigg says that after 
about 10 years a water 
meter no longer reads 
properly, causing a mis¬ 
read in the actual 
“useage” forcing the mu¬ 
nicipality to pay the dif¬ 
ference, as well as it 
doesn’t promote water 
conservation.

renovations and adding a full¬ 
time attendant to their state-of- 
the-art facility, everyone is 
developing a sunnier attitude 
about their laundry. 

Owner/operators Patty and 
Paul Kinghorn say the 
transformation process has 
been a labour of love. “The 
customers have been really, 
really appreciative of the work 
we’ve been doing in here,” says 
Patty. “We get so many 
compliments from people who 
just happen to be walking by 
and popping in to take a look.” 

The eye-popping changes 
include: brightly, freshly painted 
walls and new flooring, 12, 30 
pound capacity heavy duty 
dryers, four sets of new 
computerized dryers, and eight, 
16 pound front loader washing 
machines and eight more top 
loading washing machines. 
“There are some people who still 
prefer the old standby top 
loaders, but the front loaders 
are really all the rage 
now...they’re a really good 
washer. They function very well 
and use less water and soap 
than conventional washing 
machines. This also means 


there’s less drying time. So 
really, there are many 
advantages for wanting to go 
this route,” says Patty. 

In addition to the top and 
front loading washers, there are 
four washing machines and a 
dryer specifically set aside for 
severely soiled items. 

Perhaps the biggest change 
patrons to the Didsbury Coin 
Laundry will notice, however, is 
with the service. “We now offer 
a drop-off laundry service to all 
who wish to use it and have an 
attendant on duty from 8:00 am 
to 8:00 pm.” The service, Patty 
explains, includes washing, 
drying, soap, bleach, softener 
sheets, folding, bagging, and 
even the GST - all for just $7.00 
per load. Although they have no 
staff at their business yet, Patty 
says the prospect of adding an 
employee to help with attendant 
services isn’t out of the question. 
“For now we’re doing fine on our 
own. We just need some time to 
figure out what the needs of our 
customers are and what the 
busy times will be and so on. We 
like being here. It’s a nice little 
retirement business for us.” 

Patty and Paul Kinghorn 


bought the business from 
Rudy and Shirley Schabert 
back in December of 1999. 
“Rudy and Shirley wanted to 
retire and Paul and Rudy were 
the closest of friends...” 
explains Patty. “....When it 
came time for them to sell, 
they offered it to us first before 
they put it one the market and 
we accepted. We decided that 
we would run it for three 
years the way it was run 
before and then reassess what 
we wanted to do with it from 
there.” Working from the back 
of the establishment to the 
front, the Kinghorns 
eventually replaced the 
furnace, completed the duct 
work, installed a bathroom, 
painted, floored and restocked 
most of the existing 
equipment. Anyone interested 
in viewing the new changes at 
the Coin Laundromat are 
encouraged to come take a 
look. “We certainly don’t mind 
if people do...,” says Patty.

QUESTION: I am suspicious that my 16-year-old son may 
be using some kind of illegal drugs. He’s just not himself 
lately, and his friends are some of the weirdest guys you ever 
saw. Can you summarize the most common symptoms of drug 
abuse? What should I look for? 

DR. DOBSON: A complete answer to that question 
would fill a book, because there are so many illegal substances 
on the market today and each has its own characteristic "fin¬ 
gerprint.” But there are eight common physical and emotional 
symptoms you might look for in your son. 

1. Inflammation of the eyelids and nose is common. 
The pupils of the eyes are either very wide or very small, 
depending on the kind of drugs internalized. 

2. Extremes of energy may be evident. Either the in¬ 
dividual is sluggish, gloomy and withdrawn, or he may be 
loud, hysterical and jumpy. 

3. The appetite is extreme — either very great or very 
poor. Weight loss may occur. 

4. The personality suddenly changes; the individual 
may become irritable, inattentive, and confused, or aggres¬ 
sive, suspicious and explosive. 

5. Body and breath odor are often bad. Cleanliness is 
generally ignored. 

6. The digestive system may be upset - diarrhea, nau¬ 
sea and vomiting may occur. Headaches and double vision 
are also common. Other signs of physical deterioration may 
include change in skin tone and body stance. 

7. Needle marks on the body, usually appearing on 
the arms, are an important symptom. These punctures some¬ 
times get infected and appear as sores and boils. 

8. Moral values often crumble and are replaced by 
new, avant-garde ideas and values. 

Let me caution you that some kids are able to hide 
their drug use better than others. You might stop by to see 
the officer in charge of narcotics enforcement for your local 
police department. He or she may be able to give you more 
specific information applicable to your son. 

QUESTION: What about snooping through my son s 
room to see what he might be doing? Do you think parents 
should do that? 

DR. DOBSON: There are definitely times when moth¬ 
ers and fathers need to conduct their own quiet investiga¬ 
tion, even though it might invade the privacy of the teen¬ 
ager. This issue was discussed widely in the media some years 
ago when comedian Carol Burnett discovered her teenage 
daughter was a drug user. When the problem finally came to 
light, Carol was regretful that she hadn't taken steps to in¬ 
form herself of what was going on. She appeared on many 
talk shows to say, in effect, that kids desperately need their 
parents to "catch them" in a moment like that. Don't let your 
respect for their privacy cause you to stick your head in the 
sand and fail to notice what is going on right in front of you. 
I strongly agree. Of course, parents have to "know" their 
children, too. There are some who would never do anything 
illegal or harmful. It's just not in them. In those cases, I 
would not recommend snooping through their room and pri¬ 
vate stuff. But in situations where a secretive boy or girl is 
doing suspicious things, running with the wrong crowd, and 
then demanding utter privacy at home, I would gather what¬ 
ever information I needed in order to know how to respond. 

QUESTION: My 14-year-old boy is flighty, mischie¬ 
vous, irresponsible and lazy. If 1 don't watch him very care¬ 
fully, he'll find ways to get into trouble -- not really bad stuff, 
just stupid kid behavior. But I'm afraid 1 could lose him right 
at this time. What can I do to keep him on track? 

DR. DOBSON: It is most important to keep your 
rambunctious youngster moving. If you let him get bored, 
he'll find destructive ways to use unstructured and unsuper¬ 
vised time. My advice is to get him involved in the very best 
church youth program you can find. If your local congrega¬ 
tion has only four bored kids in its junior high department 
and seven sleepy high schoolers, I would consider changing 
churches. I know doing that could be disruptive to the rest 
of your family, but it might help save your volatile kid. This 
can be done not only through church activities but also by 
involvement with athletics, music, horses or other animals, 
and part-time jobs. The hope is that one of those options will 
grab his fancy at some point, and his boundless energy will 
be channeled into something constructive. Until then, you 
must keep that energetic kid’s legs churning!
